“To consider the dismissal, suspension, 
or disciplining of, or to hear complaints 
or charges brought against, or to consider 
a periodic personnel evaluation of, a 
public officer, employee, staff member, 
or individual agent, if the named person 
requests a closed hearing...” 

This seemed to be in response to a Jan. 
28 argument between Frazier and School 
Supt. Michael Van Tassel, who called 
police complaining that Frazier was going 
to attack him. A week later Van Tassel told 
police he would not prosecute. 

After about an hour behind closed doors, 
Trustee Frazier came out of the meeting 
and took her place at the empty board table. 
The audience applauded her. 

She shook her head at the applause and 
said, “It didn’t go well, but I’m not going 
to take it anymore. I am going to say it 
in public. This is not about me. It’s about 
doing what is best for the Van Buren 
students.” 

A woman in the audience added,“... 
staff,’ and Frazier nodded her head. 

As time wore on, former school board 
Trustee Scott Russell sat down in a chair 
next to Frazier at the vacant board table 
and they chatted until the board returned 
about an hour later. 

As members of the audience talked to 
each other and milled around, parent 
spokesman Rick Rytman got up and 
addressed the audience, suggesting when 
they start making statements to the board 
to let every statement be heard. 

“Don’t holler and clap even if you want 
to or theyll use that to shut it down,” 
Rytman said and Pam Johnson called him 
a “bully.” 

“She called me a bully, in public,” 
Rytman said in surprise. Later, he said that 
comment shows what happens here: If you 
speak your mind, you get called names. 

Johnson is the secretary to School Supt. 
Mike Van Tassel and for that evening’s 
meeting she moved her desk from the 
audience, where it has been located for 
years, to a far corner of the room against 
the wall behind the board table. 

During the two-hour closed-door session 
when people were talking to each other 
and walking around the room, Johnson 
repeatedly sent text messages to someone 
the audience assumed was her boss who 
did not attend that night’s meeting. 

After almost an hour had passed, the new 
editions of the Independent, that had been 
printed a few hours earlier, were distributed 
to the audience. Johnson had banned all 
Independents from the administration 
building some months back, but she said 
nothing about the newspapers being 
distributed. 

When the board reconvened at about 9:06 


and 


p.m., president Mikulski invited members 
of the audience to make comments. 

Michael Gentz questioned why a Tele- 
Town Hall had been set up instead of 
another session with an open floor like the 
one held at the auditorium on the gun issue. 
He asked how much it was costing the 
district and Mikulski said he would have 
to ask the superintendent. Gentz said he 
would be unable to attend the Tele-Town 
Hall and asked if information gleaned there 
will close discussion on certain matters. 
Mikulski said there are things they can’t 
discuss. 

Mike Campbell, band teacher at BHS, 
spoke much longer than speakers are 
generally allowed, praising Supt. Van 
Tassel, calling him a person with extremely 
high ethics and vision. He said he never 
had a more thorough evaluation than when 
Van Tassel did it and then he spent a whole 
period giving him tips on how to improve 
his teaching. “And, it’s not just because 
I am band director.” (Members of the 
audience laughed at that statement because 
Van Tassel spent many years as the VBPS 
band director.) Campbell said Van Tassel 
raised the bar for teaching. 

Tony Spitznagel asked if his child 
does well on her tests does that mean her 
teachers will get fired? He got no answer 
and he asked about the superintendent’s 
absence. Mikulski said the superintendent 
“wasn’t available tonight.” He asked about 
why a person inside this [administration] 
building was calling for a boycott of a local 
business and was not reprimanded. [He 
obviously referred to Pam Johnson who put 
the suggestion to boycott Egan’s Pub on 
Facebook because one of the owners spoke 
up at a meeting.] Spitznagel said Detroit 
Public Schools are hurting for money and 
they are not calling for boycotts of local 
businesses. 

“Nobody wants to step up and do the 
right thing,” Spitznagel said. 

Amy Pierce, who said she had three kids 
in the district with the youngest in Gifted 
and Talented at Savage. She said the Van 
Buren Schools are an exceptional learning 
environment right in her backyard. She 
questioned why any parents would take 
their students to other schools. She spoke of 
her frequent conversations with Supt. Van 
Tassel and said last week she shared with 
him her daughter’s college entrance essay. 
Pierce said the district is in a “stagnant 
state of disarray” and, “We cannot afford 
any more of this.” She talked about the 
many news stories about the district and 
said, “The press doesn’t care about us. It’s 
our problem to solve as a community.” 

A man called out, “How do you get Van 
Tassel to talk to you?” 

Rick Rytman also asked for the cost of 
the Tele-Town Hall and noted that there 
are two sides to the current situation, with 
one side saying “everything’s wonderful” 
and the other saying, “something’s horribly 


wrong.” 

He said they don’t want to be pointing 
fingers but to do something about it. He 
asked if a full investigation was done 
at Savage before the report was sent to 
the state. He said he understands the 
investigation is ongoing and maybe it will 
find the report isn’t as accurate as was 
thought. He said other people, including 
some of those in the audience, may have 
information that would help. 

“Be sure to give due process,” he said. 
“Did it rise to the level of cheating or they 
just didn’t follow standards and it didn’t 
rise to the level of cheating?” 

Philip Miller, who said he was a 
graduate of BHS, spoke of the state of the 
schools’ personnel and their effect on the 
community. He said the administrative 
bodies give glowing reports of education 
in the Van Buren Schools, but the district 
is in the bottom one-third of performance 
in the region and even fails to meet the 
middle of the pack. He said the scores and 
the controversy drags the entire tax base of 
the community down. 

He pointed out that the members of the 
crowd in the room waited for two hours to 
hear what the board has to say. Miller said 
Van Tassel has a multiple-year contract and 
the value of his contract is honored if he 
is dismissed. In a few months his contract 
will be extended for another year if the 
board does nothing to stop it. 

“Does this board still have confidence 
in this superintendent?” Miller asked. 
“Make it public. It’s incumbent upon you 
to decide.” 

He said the board conglomerated in clear 
violation of the Open Meetings Act to write 
a letter that accuses the public of being 
embarrassing. He said the problems have 
come to light because of a series of gaffes, 
including the gun in school, bomb threats, 
and teachers taken off their jobs. 

Miller said the board needs to come up 
with answers and not just be covering up 
for the superintendent. 

“Be real. Get this shit done!” he concluded. 
The crowd erupted in applause. 

Kim Kowalski said she has been looking 
at board minutes and on June 15, 2015 
Diane Kullis gave a report on NWEA test 
data and said the math and reading scores 
showed significant growth. There were 
questions in the minutes from members 
of the audience asking how the tests were 
administered and who monitored the tests. 
Jeff Moore stated, “There is no way to beat 
the test.” 

There was nothing in the minutes about 
M-Step until Nov. 9. She asked at what 
point was the board told of the M-Step 
results. She noted that some of Van Tassel’s 
letters on line aren’t dated. 

Mikulski said the school district got the 
results in October. 

Kowalski asked when the board got a 
report on the test held in May and Mikulski 


said the board never had a formal report. 

“When was the board informed?” 
Kowalski pressed and Mikulski said he 
didn’t remember. 

A teacher in the audience told the 
Independent that the school district first 
got information in July on the test that was 
held in May. 

Another man, sitting on the floor in the 
audience with others asked questions about 
the Savage PTSO clique. 

At the very end of the meeting, as Mikulski 
asked for a motion to adjourn, Frazier said 
she had a statement. 

“As your elected official, I have always 
respected two-way communication,” 
Frazier said. “I will continue to serve on 
this board. A formal statement will be 
available at the next board meeting.” 

The next meeting is set for 7 p.m., 
Monday, Feb. 22, at the BHS cafeteria. 


VB School Board 
decides not to hold 
millage election May 3

The May 3 election has been cancelled. 

The only question on the ballot was to 
be the proposed renewal of the Van Buren 
Public Schools’ 18-mills Non-Homestead 
Property Tax renewal. 

The school board met in special session 
on Feb. 10 to rescind the resolution passed 
Jan. 11 that set the election. That was the 
only action item on the agenda. 

In the background information on 
that agenda item, board president Brent 
Mikulski said, “We have had requests from 
local municipalities to delay this ballot 
action until March 2017. 

“Also, with the passage of PA 269, the 
limited amount of time allowed to inform 
the community, and most recently court 
action being waged against this legislation, 
we feel it would be prudent to delay this 
non-homestead millage election until a 
definitive resolution has been addressed 
by the legislature and/or the courts on PA 
269.” 

However, the resolution the board 
unanimously passed rescinding the 
millage election said, “... the responsible 
election official for the School District 
has requested that the School District 
utilize a different election date given the 
large number of election responsibilities 
during a presidential election year ... and it 
would be in the best interests of the School 
District...” 

The resolution authorizes the board 
secretary to provide appropriate notice 
of the cancelling of the election to all 
necessary officials, including city and 
county clerks.

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Let’s renew the 4-mill 
Public Safety Millage 


To the Editor: 

Happy New Year, Van Buren Township 
residents. As you all know the Public 
Safety Millage failed last November. In 
this new year we have three opportunities 
to pass a Public Safety Millage and keep 
our present level of service for our police 
and fire departments. 

We have millage election opportunities in 
May, August, and November. This is also 
an election year for your elected Township 
Board of Trustees. It is my sincere hope 
that our elected officials do the right thing 
and get the Public Safety Millage passed 
sooner rather than later. 

I can envision elected officials becoming 
overly concerned about their own reelection 
to public office, and neglecting the safety 
of the residents of this township.

Compare the 
reported crime icons in Ypsilanti Township 
to the reported crime icons in Van Buren 
Township. The evidence is clear, see for 


yourself. Having a 24-hour police service 
drastically improves the quality of life in a 
community.

Sumpter Roller rink 
crimes now in custody

The third suspect in the Sumpter roller 
rink stabbing and gunplay on Halloween 
2014 is now in custody. 

Santino Dominic Deleon, 24, a habitual 
offender from Saginaw, was scheduled to 
be arraigned by video before Judge Brian 
Oakley at 34" District Court on Feb. 3, but 
the connection could not be made. 

Finally, the officials trying to set up the 
video arraignment found that, although 
Deleon had been scheduled with Saginaw 
jailers for a 10 a.m. arraignment by video, 
he was instead in a dentist’s chair at the 
jail, “all drugged up.” 

“Obviously, video doesn’t work,” said 
Judge Oakley, adding that Deleon will be 
arraigned in person on Feb. 10 and his 
probable cause conference would be held 
then. 

Sumpter Township police officers drove 
to Saginaw to pick him up on Feb. 10. His 
co-defendant Robert Kristopher Stilson, 
26, was due for his preliminary exam on 
the case on Feb. 10, but Judge Oakley said 
the cases for the two co-defendants should 
be kept together, so the two had their 
probable cause conferences on Feb. 10 and 
then their preliminary exam dates were set 
for March 9 at 10 a.m. before Judge David 
Parrott. 

Sumpter officers will have to drive to 
Lansing to pick up the victims for the 
March 9 exam since they all live there. 

Both Deleon and Stilson are charged with

The sprawling Van Buren Public Schools 
district is in five municipalities: City of 
Belleville and Van Buren Township, and 
parts of Sumpter, Canton, and Ypsilanti 
townships.

assault with intent to murder, assault with 
intent to do harm less than murder, armed 
robbery, and felonious assault. 

Deleon is in custody in Saginaw without 
bond since there reportedly are several 
other serious charges against him in that 
venue. Charles Longstreet is Deleon’s 
court-appointed attorney. 

Stilson’s retained attorney is Sheldon 
Halpern who filed a motion to have all the 
discovery at the county’s expense since his 
client is indigent. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Doug Dwyer said Stilson retained a lawyer 
and then asks for transcripts at no charge, 
which doesn’t make sense. The attorney 
obtains money and wants the government 
to pay for the evidence, Dwyer said. 

Judge Oakley asked how much the 
discovery is and Sumpter Detective John 
Toth said it was $97 and in addition Halpern 
got the transcripts of the codefendant’s case 
for nothing. 

Judge Oakley denied Halpern’s motion 
on Feb. 3. He said the next week, Halpern 
could make his announced motion to request 
the judge reduce Stilson’s $500,000/10% 
bond. 

On Feb. 10, Halpern told Judge Oakley 
that Stilson had never been in trouble in his 
life. He is deeply involved in his own life 
with his fiancée’s two children and his twin 
daughters who just turned one. 

Halpern pointed out that his fiancé, his 
mother, stepdad, step grandmother and 
other family members were present in the 
courtroom that day. He said Stilson is a 
barber and auto mechanic who is involved 
in starting an indoor skate boarding facility 
in Saginaw. 

“The judge who set the bond had no 
information about him whatsoever, except 
from the police,” Halpern argued. 

He said he wanted to get his client a bond 
he can make and he is not going to run. 

Halpern said Stilson was arrested when 
he went to a bar with someone who was 
involved. Hundreds of people were at 
the scene of the crime and police told 
everybody to leave and there could have

beenwitnesses,Halpern 
said. 

Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor 
Doug Dwyer said the 
suspect has strong 
Saginaw ties and it 
could be difficult to 
find him if he ceased to 
appear in court. 

Sumpter Detective 
John Toth told Judge 
Oakley that co- 
defendant Ralph Rosas 
who was convicted is 
shown on surveillance 
tapes as being together 
with Stilson from the 
very beginning of the 
incident. When police 
discovered someone 
was stabbed, suspects 
ran and were pursued 
by a Belleville police 
officer, Toth said. 

Toth pointed out 
that when Rosas went 
for a bond reduction 
at circuit court, the 
judged raised his bond 
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instead of lowering it. 


“He is not Mr. Rosas,” 


said Halpern. “He is not the one who 


stabbed somebody. He did not hurt anyone.” 
Judge Oakley agreed to refer Stilson to a pretrial services 
bond review at circuit court.

Engineers Wade Trim were given a 
tentative OK by the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority to do 
pre-design work not to exceed $46,000 for 
a $2 million pedestrian bridge over I-94 on 
Belleville Road. 

There is a chance for a Southeastern 
Michigan Council of Governments 
(SEMCOG) grant to fund half of the cost. 
That grant application is due May 2 and 
there would be a decision in June or July. 

After much discussion at its Jan. 26 
meeting, the DDA authorized Wade Trim 
only to conduct the pedestrian needs 
portion, then present findings to the DDA, 
and at that time the DDA could discuss it 
and vote whether to continue the rest of the 
contract. 

The motion was made by Ron Blank and 
supported by Mark Laginess. The $46,000 
for pre-design was moved out of the DDA 
fund balance. 

The VBT DDA is working to create a 
walkable, bikeable and business-friendly 
atmosphere within the DDA District, noted 
Wade Trim engineer Matt Stacey. 

One of the main arteries of the DDA is 
Belleville Road which is bisected by I-94. 
In an effort to provide a connection between 
the north side and south side of Belleville 
Road it is necessary to determine if the 
ability exists to have a pedestrian crossing 


over I-94. 

There is a pedestrian crossing over I-94 
approximately a half mile west of Belleville 
Road. This is utilized by those in that area, 
but it is not uncommon to see people 
crossing over I-94 along Belleville Road. 
DDA board members have voiced their 
concern for pedestrian safety, he said. 

The DDA had authorized an amount not to 
exceed $7,500 for Wade Trim to look into 
the feasibility of constructing a pedestrian 
bridge crossing along Belleville Road over 
I-94. Engineers met with MDOT and there 
was conversation with Wayne County. 

“We got a lot of positive direction and told 
what items we’d have to provide,” Stacey 
said, noting they would have to explain 
how a pedestrian bridge would fit in with 
the township master plan, the township, 
walkways, schools, and neighborhoods. 

He said I-94 is federal, so the plans would 
first go to Lansing and then to the Federal 
Highway Administration. 

He said they would do a justification 
study, an engineering study, and come up 
with schematic bridge designs so they can 
come up with construction plans. 

Engineer Dave Nummer said they just 
found out that very day that there’s a grant 
opportunity through SEMCOG and Wayne 
County said it will support the VBT DDA. 
He said he hasn’t had a chance to look at 
the requirements. 

“A sizeable chunk is possible,” Nummer 
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said, adding they will ask for half from the 
grant program and it is possible to get from 
$800,000 to $1 million. 

“We have to do a pedestrian study,” Stacey 
said. “MDOT and the feds would want to 
understand the situation.” 

DDA member Blank said, “This is a 
great idea,” but questioned whether enough 
people would use the bridge to justify 
spending $1 million. 

“It’s an ‘If You Build It They Will Come’ 
sort of thing,” Stacey said. 

“If we found out it’s 10 people a day or 
100 people a month?” Blank asked saying, 
he thinks they should find out how many 
people would use it before committing to 
$49,000. 

Nummer agreed Wade Trim could get 
that portion of the study done first and then 
stop work and come back to the DDA to get 
direction. 

“We can always stop,” Nummer said. 

Susan Ireland, DDA Executive Director, 
said people say they see people dodging 
traffic in that area and a pedestrian bridge 
would help with their Placemaking 
initiative. 

“Our downtown is cut in half by the 
freeway,” she said. 

“It would be nice to find out the need,” 
Laginess said. 

DDA vice chairperson Carol Bird said 
when there is snow people have had to walk 
in the street over the bridge. This winter 
there has been little snow. 

Blank said the DDA is not putting a price 
on somebody’s safety, but they should have 
an idea of how many this pedestrian bridge 
would serve. 

DDA member Brown said half a mile 
down the road there is a pedestrian bridge 
and it may be inconvenient, “But, how 
many justifies a $2 million bridge? 

Blank said those with the grant have 
a responsibility and the DDA has a 
responsibility for managing the money. 

“We’re trying to encourage bikeability,” 
said Supervisor Linda Combs, describing 
her harrowing bike ride over I-94 on 
Belleville Road. 


The $46,000 pre-design proposal includes a 
project-justification study, pedestrian-needs 
study, stakeholder engagement, and report 
preparation. After the need and justification 
has been established the proposed plan 
includes performance of a site-location 
study and sidewalk layout, schematic 
bridge design and report preparation. 

“What if it’s only three people?” asked 
DDA member Baskin. “How much of a 
grant would you get for that?” 

Nummer said the bridge could be a part 
of Placemaking for Van Buren Township. 
The bridge would be on the east side of 
Belleville Road and there could be a sign 
on it so people coming from Detroit would 
see it. Then, they could put a sign on the 
other bridge so people coming from Ann 
Arbor could see it is Van Buren Township. 

In other business at the Jan. 26 meeting,

Exit Interview: 
I may be the first victim 
of Van Tassel amie 


three years. 
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he is an honorable person that would never 
cheat. 

People are speaking up about their 
abuse in the Van Buren District by the 
Superintendent Mike Van Tassel. Only 
these people are being charged with wild 
accusations and rumors. Well I would like 
to tell a true story about my life as a teacher 
and what happened in Belleville High 
School in the Van Buren Public Schools 
district. 

It was the 2009-2010 school year. The 
administration came up with a rule that 
the students had to wear their IDs around 
their neck or they were to be written up. 
I remember the staff meeting while the 
administration told us about this rule and 
many were leery. Many figured to go by 
the unwritten rule at the high school where 
you don’t write up students and make work 
for the administration, even if it means 
overlooking a rule. The administration 
adamantly said if we wanted the rule to work 
we would have to write the students up and 
they would back us up. The administration 
did an assembly on the importance of 
wearing your ID and that the student would 
be written up if not wearing them. The rule 
was put in the student planner given to 
every student. The rule was also printed 
on the back of each student’s ID. 

My colleagues were smart and stuck with 
the unwritten rule. I blindly believed them 
and wrote a lot of students up. The students 
were allowed three times of forgetting 
their ID. I had records on how many times 
a student forgot their ID but the records 
were lost when the old school building was 
destroyed. I remember one student forgot 
his ID 23 times. That means I wrote him 
up 20 times and I would see him in the 
hallway with a pass on his shirt that said he 
forgot his ID. Nothing was being done. 

I was known by the students to follow 
school policy so I continued to write 
students up knowing I was breaking the 
unwritten rule. Mike Van Tassel became 
an assistant principal in 2010. I thought 
here is a guy that will follow school policy. 
Not much was done. He soon became head 
principal of the high school. This is where 
I believe I may have become the first victim 
of the Van Tassel bullying. 

Iwas called into his office and immediately 
told I was writing too many students up. 
It was making me look like I lost control 
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of my class. I explained that the write ups 
were for school ID policy which fell into 
the realm of administration. He explained 
he didn’t care what they were for. That the 
number of write ups and my failure rate 
made me look like I’d lost control of my 
classes. 

I had control of my classes and students 
knew I followed school policy. As far as 
the failure rate I told him to match that 
with any other ninth grade teacher or my 
past which never came into question. I had 
taught ninth grade for nine years before. 

The district practiced social promotion. A 
student could literally not do any homework 
in middle school and would be passed to 
the next grade for social promotion if the 
parents requested so. That stopped in the 
ninth grade. Teachers begged students to 
work but didn’t get through to them and 
they would fail and repeat the class. Not 
much was said about this after I made this 
point. 

He then continued to say I used to be in 
the top three teachers in handling students 
in the school and asked what has happened 
now. He suggested I changed maybe 
because my mother had passed. This was 
a ludicrous accusation. I moved on like my 
mother who worked in the district for 23 
years would have wanted me to. 

I told him I was just following school 
policy and wanted the rule to work. He 
replied that I was being screwed by my 
colleagues for not following the rule and I 
looked bad by writing so many students up. 
I tried to ask him why didn’t administration 
go to the students following their schedules 
and find out how they made it to my hour 
without wearing an ID. But my time to 
talk was over. 

Van Tassel’s new tactic was to explain 
what an individual evaluation plan (IEP) 
was and it was a step before getting fired. 
He told me that I’m on my way to an IEP. 
I would try to talk but I wasn’t allowed 
to. I just was reminded what an IEP was 
and I was going to be put on one. I asked 
him did he want me to stop following the 
school policy? That is what I was hearing 
and was being threatened with my job, my 
livelihood, my dream for following school 
policy. He laughed and said no, I was to 
follow school policy, but stop writing so 
many pink slips. I was confused, berated,

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and sick to my stomach. I remember 
walking out stating to him that I felt I was 
being set up for something bad. A colleague 
was standing outside to talk to Van Tassel 
and looked away knowing he wanted no 
part of Mike. 

Later that same colleague came up and 
asked what happened. I told him. He 
replied it looked like I just walked out of a 
fight that I was beaten badly at. 

I had two choices leaving that meeting. 
One, I could go back to the unwritten 
rule of not writing up students and stop 
following the rule that I wanted to work. 
The rule the administration promised to 
have our back on. By doing this I would 
lose respect of my students that knew I 
was a teacher that followed the rules and 
all of sudden stopped following a school 
policy. Perhaps lose some discipline I had 
established in my classroom. The students 
and I didn’t argue or have confrontation 
about the rule. They knew I followed it 
and accepted the consequences, which 
basically was nothing. 

Or two, I could continue teaching the 
same way I was and continue following 
school policy keeping control of my 
classroom. I chose number two. I went 
back to doing it the way I have all year. 
Remind the student to put his ID on while 
I was out in the hallway before class. Told 
students I was checking for IDs after taking 
attendance. Then I would announce to the 
class I am checking for IDs. I did this all 
year. Bad mistake. 

I would try to avoid Mike Van Tassel 
when I saw him but when we got together I 
would be constantly reminded about an IEP 
and me losing my job. My health started to 
decline with my chest becoming very tight 
and I started to throw up a lot. I’m sure if 
you check my attendance you would see I 
would start missing days from being sick 
and I started to have ideas before going 
to work of running my truck into a tree 
to break my leg because I feared having 
to hear about an IEP again. Many of my 
colleagues were my friends and several 
told me they heard Mike Van Tassel walk 
out of the office saying Ron Mays needs 
to go. I’m positive he knew I would hear 
about it and my eye started twitching from 
stress. I made it through the school year 
with my health in decline. I had heard he 
was putting my write ups into the computer 
as worst offenses to make me look bad for 
an IEP. I saved copies of my write ups for 
that year just in case. 

Beginning the 2010-2011 school year I 
came in the first day excited about a new 
school year and begin teaching again. I 
would have to follow the unwritten rule 
and keep my head low. On the first day of 
school I had 13 people come up to me and 
tell me to watch my back. Mike Van Tassel 
was heard saying he had a list of teachers 
he wanted gone and I was on top of the list. 
A bullseye was on my back. I went to my

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He was back in my class in about seven 
minutes. The time it takes to walk from my 
room to the office and back. I asked him 
if he talked to the principal. He said yes. I 
asked if they said anything to him and he 
said no. Several of my students said they 
couldn’t believe he got away with talking 
to a teacher that way. At lunch time I went 
to find Principal Madyun and asked him 
what happened. He told me that the way 
it was explained to him if I wouldn’t have 
asked this student to follow the school 
dress policy everyday, he would have 
never acted this way. I was getting blamed 
for this student’s actions. 

I told principal Madyun that I followed 
the four-point plan; how can this happen? 
Again, he told me it was my fault the student 
reacted the way he did. I knew the only 
person that could explain this to Abdul was 
the head principal Mike Van Tassel. I went 
into the teacher’s lounge to find answers 
of how this student could get away with 
this with no consequences. I walked in and 
said hello to everybody, which everybody 
acknowledged me except Van Tassel. He 
was finishing up his lunch so I politely 
said I was sorry for interrupting lunch but 
how can a student say this to a teacher and 
nothing happen. Van Tassel ignored me 
without looking at me just like when I said 
hello. I politely asked again and he looked 
at me and said I’m not going to talk about 
this with you. I was upset. I turned around 
and yelled “unbelievable” twice. That’s it, 
nothing more or nothing less. I had fifth- 
hour prep and Mike Van Tassel and Dennis 
Connely, a principal advisor, came to my 
class to inform me I was getting suspended 
and was to be escorted off the premises 
like I was a criminal. I found out that a 
student could tell me anything but saying 
“unbelievable” would get me suspended. 
I’ve seen this policy used by administrators 
in the past to get people to resign by 
leaving them alone in the classroom and 
not covering their back when a student 
does something wrong. 

My return interview with Mike was one- 
sided all the way. I would like to state that 
this was my first discipline action in ten 
years teaching and three years subbing. I 
had positive administration reviews as a 
teacher and never a negative thing posted 
in my folder. Mike controlled the meeting 
not really allowing me or my union 
representative to talk. Van Tassel changed 
my write up from the profanity to writing 
the student up for sagging. Which was not 
true. They had a place where I signed if I 
disagreed with what was said I could write 
it there. But this is a man that was after my 
job. I feared correcting the information and 
did not. I did ask my union representative 
to try getting that changed. But things were 
about to get worse for me. 

Five weeks into the school year I had a 
student towards the end of class come up 
to me and start calling me a f’ing a-hole 
over and over again because she thought 
I lost her work. I was lost. I didn’t know 
what to do. I was helpless in the classroom 
and wondered how I would be blamed for 
this. My chest started to hurt and my left

arm went numb. I started getting dizzy. I 
gave the girl a pass to leave my class but 
she left and came back to abuse me some 
more. Class was over. I don’t know what 
happened my next hour but I remember 
leaving before it ended 
and going to the office 
because I thought this 
was it. This is where 
) I was going to have a 
heart attack and die. 
I was dizzy fading in 
and out. I remember 
the fireman asking me 
= what happened and I 
Ronald Mays replied I had bad kids. 
The last thing I remember before getting 
to the hospital was the fireman saying 
something to Mike. He smiled and said 
yes I had some bad kids. Another policy 
used to get teachers to resign. Give them 
troubled students. I was never the same 
after that day. My leg or arm would shake 
uncontrollably for about three years. I was 
diagnosed by my therapist with PTSD with 
severe anxiety and panic disorder with 
major depression. 

2011-2012 school year I was out with 
mental sickness. Mike VanTassel is the 
superintendent. The department of Human 
Resources called and said I needed a note 
for my absence and a note saying I would 
be out indefinitely would be good. She told 
me there is a part of the contract where I 
had to write a letter to the administration 
building but a note would be fine. I got the 
note that said I would be out indefinitely 
for anxiety or depression I can’t remember. 
A few weeks later I got a letter from 
Mike Van Tassel saying he accepted my 
resignation. My union tried to fight it 
saying past practice of bringing a doctor’s 
note had set a precedent. But they came up 
unsuccessful. This is after I would be good 
with a doctor’s note. Pm sure the ADA 
would have something to say about that. 

I was about to make close to $80,000 with 
extra for coaching. But through deception 
he got my resignation. Today I still suffer 
from PTSD and I’m an agoraphobic. I can 
rarely leave the house without having an 
anxiety attack. I have them pretty much 
every day. I read a normal attack will last 
20-30 minutes, mine last hours if not the 
whole day. I stopped shaking after three 
years, but not much else has changed. I see 
a therapist every week. Now I live off of 
disability instead of a teacher’s salary. 

I was bullied by this man till he broke me 
down to what I am today. A man who lives 
in fear. My therapist said I would never be 
in this position if it wasn’t for the bullying 
by this man after following a school 
policy. I’ve heard many others have been 
broke down from stress also. I’m writing 
this hoping people realize what Mike Van 
Tassel is capable of. He has hurt a lot of 
people.

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District Library Board approves 
option for 360 Charles Street

The Belleville Area District Library Board 
voted unanimously to accept an option 
agreement to buy the property next door at 
360 Charles Street for $200,000, if voters 
approve funding to construct a new library. 

At its Feb. 9 meeting, Building Committee 
chairwoman Joy Cichewicz said in 2013, 
when the board was making preliminary 
plans for several sites, it had an option for a 
$275,000 price for this property. 

The agreement, with Belynda Domas of 
HD Accounting, includes paying property 
taxes for two years. The option runs until 
July 31,2018. 

Trustee Mary Jane Dawson said the board 
doesn’t know the property’s worth and 
whether it is a fair price, “... and, it might 
be.” 

“If we’re spending more than the 
property’s worth, then that’s a problem,” 
Dawson said. “We would pay the closing 
costs and taxes for two years.” 

Board attorney John Day said the board 
could look at the assessment the city has 
on the property and double it. The numbers 
could be the same or the numbers could be 
wildly different for the cash value. 

“This is what she’s offering,” Day said, 
referring to what Domas had offered at 
a recent meeting. “This is an adjacent 
parcel ... and you would generally pay a 
premium.” 

Board chairwoman Sharon Peters put 
the board in recess for about 12 minutes 
while Cichewicz went to a computer in the 
library to get the State Equalized Value of 
the property online. 

Domas arrived froma previous engagement 
and told the board that she had a mortgage 
study done and she was told the value of the 
property is from $150,000 to $200,000, not 
adding in the cost of relocating her business 
in Belleville. She offered to go out to her 
car to get the paperwork on that study. 

“We’ve got a willing seller and a willing 
buyer,” Day said after she left the room. 
“She’s in the striking zone. You’re looking 
not at today’s price, but at two years down 
the road, which should be more.” 

When Domas brought in the study, it had 
comparables on sale in the city, including a 
car wash, an ice cream shop, and the former 
flower shop on East Huron River Drive 
and everyone agreed these were not good 
comparables for 360 Charles. 

Cichewicz brought in paperwork that 
showed the city’s assessed value is $57,400 
for 2015. Twice that would be the sales 
price. 

Day said what the agreement does is take 
the property off the market for two years, 
pays her taxes, and then buys it at the 
locked-in price of $200,000. 

“It’s important that the board raises 
questions,” chairwoman Peters said of the 
discussion. 

Then the board voted unanimously to 


enter into the option agreement for 360 
Charles St. 

In other business at its Feb. 9 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Cichewicz report on the recent trip 
to the city council meeting to tell members 
their plans for the new library on Fourth 
Street and to get their ideas. A committee 
was set up of Councilmen Tom Smith 
and Tom Fielder, Planning Commission 
chairman Steve Jones, and city attorney 
Steve Hitchcock to work with attorney Day 
on a development agreement that would 
spell out who does what, in what order. The 
plan is to take down the HB Accounting 
office first for parking during construction 
and later for formalized library and city 
parking; 

e Heard Cichewicz report that she and 
Dawson and Mike Boelter met with 
Sumpter Township Supervisor John 
Morgan and Treasurer Alan Bates about 
use of the octagon building for computers 
and other electronic equipment for a library 
site. “They showed the same enthusiasm as 
the city of Belleville,’ Cichewicz reported. 
“It was a good meeting. Short and sweet”; 

e Heard Boelter say that he is happy to 
see the response to the board’s new path 
for a new building. “We’re sharing that 
vision with others,’ Peters said. “We’ve 
had meetings with Van Buren Township, 
Sumpter Township and the city of Belleville. 
This board has been working together very 
well — but we have a long way to go”; 

e Heard Dawson say the Friends of the 
Library made more than $500 at its recent 
used book sale and gained nine new 
members. She said since it was “buy-one- 
get-one” a lot of books went out the door; 

e Was informed of Peters’ new assignments 
for committee chairpersons: Cichewicz is 
Building Committee; Tanya Stoudemire 
is Finance; Dawson is Marketing; Boelter 
is Personnel; and Lachelle Reed Caver is 
Policy; and 

e Heard a report on the reception held to 
discuss the library that drew 65-70 guests 
and 15 filled out slips to offer to help with 
building a new library. Circulation Clerk 
Beth Booher catered the event and she and 
her husband donated all the food.
